coinage bill by the next Congress and its 
approval by the President. In every State 
Convention held this year it has been 
given the moat prominent plank in the 
platform. 
The Democrats of Kentucky 


Iowa, Ohio, Nebraska and Colorado have 
unequivocally declared for free coinage. 
In New York the Democrats denounced 
the Sherman Commodity Act of 1890 as nn 
artfal hinderanoe of n return to free bi 
metalic coinage, and in Massachusetts the 
Democrats opposed free coinage. The lie- 
publicans in every State Convention,eioepl 
that of Colorado, wliich met last Tuesday 
declared against free coinags aud in favor 
of the Sherman Commodity Act. 


As there at* thousands of Republicans 


in the Western States ia favor of free coin 
age, and gold bag Democrats in the East 
opposed to it, it is evident, unless the 
question it settled by Congress at its next 
session, that there will be'a divison within 
the old parties on the issue next year. -To 
self-respecting citizen of the silver produc- 
ing States can support a party that does 
not unequivocally declare for free coinage, 
and if neither of the old parties do so there 
should be and will be a large accession to 
the ranks of the People's party, which is 
uncompromisingly in favor of the measure.

ASi IRRIGATION CONVENTION. 


Ia accordance with the roqaest oj the 


National Executive Committee appointed 
by the Salt Lake Irrigation Congress, and 
of a number of citizens of Nevada, Gov- 
ernor Colcorcl has issued a call for a con- 
vention to be held at Carson City on Fri- 
day, the 9th instant. 
It will be a mass 


convention, in which every resident of the 
State will be entitled to a seat and a hear- 
ing, and its objects ore fully set forth in 
the call for its assemblage. 


The reclamation of arid lands is a ques- 


tion of great importance to Nevada, 
That 


it will be settled in time, as the demand 
for agricultural products inereases.ia con- 
ceded, but it is possible for Congress by 
friendly legislation anil liberal appropria- 
tions to hasten the time. It is not unreas- 
onable for the people of the arid region to 
ask that as liberal appropriations be made 
from the national treasury for making des- 
erts habitable and productive as for build- 
ing war vessels and improving rivers and 
harbors. 
The armored cruisers, on which 


millions are being spent annually, may, in 
this age of invention, be obsolete and use- 
legs in a few years, while every section of 
land won from the desert will furnish 
homes for several families for ever.,

The l>cfciul»ut Makes a Statement—The 


Jury JTinda Iliiu Not Guilty. 


The trial of Thomas H. Horn, indicted 


for robbery waa resumed in the District 
Court yesterday before Judge Cheney. A 
letter written by Horn the night of the 
robbery and mailed the same night, con- 
taining his daily report, waa offered in evi- 
dence. The prosecution objected to the 
introduction of the letter on the ground of 
irrevelanoy. It was agreed by counsel that 
the testimony of Lee MaLotte, as given at 
the last trill, be considered as evidence in 
this trial. 
It was in effect that he was 


Deputy Postmaster, and that letters mailed 
before 8 P. M. bear the post mark of that 
day and letters mailed later than 8 p. M. 
bore the post mark of the following doy, 
The letter was admitted SB to its length and 
the fact that a letter had been written, but 
its contents were ruled out. 


Thomas Thomas, the first witness called, 


said he was in Chase's saloon the night of 
the robbery, and said Horn came in and 
was cool ond collected. That was about 
11-30. 
Defendant was dressed in a brown 


coat. It waa about 20 minutes b?fore the 
robbery. 


William A. Pinkerton, Superintendent 


ot Pinkerton'u National Detective Agency, 
was then called and testified as follows: 


"I have resided in Chicago 40 years, nnd 


urn one of the principals of the National 
Detective Agency. It ia our business to 
delect criminals in all parts ol the United 
States. I know the defendant and he has 
been in my employ several years. He was 
sent to Salem, Oregon, to locate a man who 
a supposed to be connected with the Like 
Labiah disaster, in the interest of the 
Southern Pacific Company. He was look- 
ng for a man by the name of MoCabe, 
Horn was employed by me upon the cre- 
dentials which he had. 
He has been 


.rusted employe of ours and while in our 
exploy has been an honest and efficient 
•employe." 


In cross examination it was brought oul 


that he wns doing the work at the request 
of the S j.j bern Pacific Company. 


HOEN'S STATEMENT. 


Thomas H. Horn, the defendant, was 


then called and made the following state- 
ment: 


"I was born in Missoari and am 31 years 


of age. 
I have worked at various occupa- 


tions; i have worked on ranches and 
broke horses; have been a foreman on 
cattle ranch; have been in the employ ol 
the Government as an interpreter and 
scout and finally chief o( scouts. 
Have 


spent most of my life in Arizona and Ok 
Mexico. I worked for the Chiracana Cattle 
Company, Ming & Jones, Bert Dunlop 
and at the San Carlos reservation, for the 
Government. 
As a scout I was under 


General Crook and afterward under Gen- 
eral Miles. I waa in the Apache war anc 
was present at the time of and assisted in 
the capture of Gexonimo. I acted as in- 
terpreter during the surrender of Geronimo 
I had charge of 100 scouts. 
I went to 


Oregon the 3d of December last year and 
remained there until the 4th of April, 1891 
when I received instructions to go to 
Truckee to look up this man McCabe, who 
was supposed to bo connected with the 
Lake Labish disaster. While in Salein in 
order to get in with the men I was hunting 
I commenced work by the day on a swamp 
ditch and worked right along with the men 


confidence.

I slept with them 


in order to gain their 
were all ex-convicts, 
and ate with them. 


"1 stopped off at Truckee two days an< 


then came to Reno. 
I registered at the 


Palaee Hotel aa Thomas Hale and huntec 
me np a good room, and after I was aettlec 
I began to look up ray man. I visited al 
the saloons and gambling places, played a 
a number of places and lost monev, I be 
came acquainted with a man by the cam 
of Maxey Sweeney, who took me around 
I staked him several times and as he al- 
ways lost, I got tired of it.

BECK VS. 
BOODIiK 


Ahead In the Second Bound. 


EDITOB JOOCNAL:—Possibly it may be of 


interest to some of your many readers to 
know how my second round with the bood- 
leru came out. 
Briefly stated then, I may 


say that I am a free citizen again. To-day 
the Police Court virtually decided that to 
hit a boodler on tka snoot is no offense 
against the laws of the State. 
It will be 


remembered that for more than a week ] 
have been regarded as a criminal, and 
liable to dire punishment for causing an 
infraction of the laws governing the people 
of the commonwealth of Nevada. 


Over a week ago I was arrested on a 


serious charge, to-wit: assault and battery 
npon the person of one M. J. Curtis. Be 
ing taken before the Magistrate I plead not 
guilty, and asked, as was my right, for an 
early trial by a jury of my countrymen 
The cause was set for trial last week, bu' 
could not ba heard, and then went over 
until last Monday.

clothes, or a ham, or flitch of bacon wonlc 
have been sufficient.

either. 


Well, as I was going to tell j ou, the fina 


hour for a heating was fixe 1 at 1 o'clock 
to-day, but I found no one to prosecute 
me, notwithstanding I had tried all week 
to get the boocllerg to show their bands 
At 12:30 o'clock I received a message by 
wire from Verdi saying "Curtis and Hy 
mers are here." I then concluded to go 
into court and move a dismissal of 
charge, and as my 
attorneys 
showec 


plainly to the Magistrate that the prosecu 
tion was malicious and founded on perjary 
the Court dismissed the cause snd taxed al 
the costs to the complaining witness. Thus 
ended the second round of "Beck vs 
Boodle." 


I must here beg pardou of yon and the 


public for the apparent egotism. 
I neve 


knew until recently that I amounted to 
so much. 
Recently it baa come to m 


knowledge tbat I am "in the way" quite 
too often. 
To those who have given at- 


tention to public matters of import to our 
county, it must be evident that this nn 
pleasantness between Curtis and I ia no 
strictly a personal matter. On his own ac 
count Curtis would not have assaulted me 
at the fair grounds, for I am ready and 
able at any time to show tbat he begun the 
fracas which ended in disaster to him. He 
then, without consulting the ring, rushed 
off to the Police Court for revenge and 
leg&l salve for his mug. Of course, as soon 
as the other members of the combine 
learned what waa done, Curtis was rebuked 
for bad judgment in getting into court 
against Old Beck. 
The result was that 


every mnllygrnb of the outfit agreed that 
the suit should be withdrawn, and dis 
missed it was, as above stated, for with the 
aid of two able lawyers I was unable to 
bring the cause to a trial, 
When the next 


round is called I may not be able to re 
spend, for I am a little groggy, though 
still in the 
ring.

Notice the evidences of constant 
use it shows, the small baseball "dia- 
mond" clearly outlined, every smooth 
place pitted with marble holes. 


What better investment could our 


cities make than to purchase small plots 
like this at intervals throughout the city, 
tear down the buildings, fill up the cel- 
lars, and leave them, with no forbidding 
sign, open to tho children. Their little 
feet would soon grade and harden the 
ground. In giving the nation's future 
workers such an opportunity to lay the 
foundation for stronger and healthier 
bodies and brighter wits the city would 
reap abundant interest on the capital in- 
vested,—Frank M. Chapman in St. Nich- 
olas.

every day, but comparatively few of 
them know much about the wires that 
are trained across the big structure. 
They are there in great numbera and of 
almost endlosss variety. Their resting 
place is on the girders. Through them 
countless messages—telephonic and tele- 
graphic—are transmitted at all hours of 
the day and night. 


Some of them resemble ropes, but they 


are not, for each contains 500 telephone 
wires. Of these there are five. Besides 
them are many other black, snalcelike 
strands, which are other means of com- 
munication with Brooklyn and points 
beyond. Of course, nearly everybody is 
aware that the land ends of tho Atlantic 
cables of the Commercial company also 
cross the bridge, but their location is 
generally misunderstood. They are se- 
curely fastened to the under side of the 
promenade flooring, in plain view of 
passengers on the trains.—Now York 
Herald. 


Magnificent Tobacco Crop. 


Good news for smokers comes from 


Havana. It is expected by the best au- 
thorities on tho subject there that tho 
present tobacco crop will even surpass 
that of ten years ago in quality and 
quantity.

"cure" early enough to enable it to be 
sampled by July. The interior harvests 
of the last nine years—with the excep- 
tion of 18638, vrhic'li was a comparatively 
good one—had all been late in arriving 
For instance, that of 1890, in spite of the 
most careful treatment, could not be got 
to "cure" fit for smoking until last Jan- 
uary. The crop is roughly estimated at 
a quarter of a million bales, etich of 100 
pounds weight.—London Telegraph
